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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendments introduce issues that require further search and consideration. The examiner 
originally interpreted the claim limitation "coated microcrystals or microgranules" to mean coated microcrystals or microgranules which may 
or may not be coated. This interpetation has been clear during the prosecution history of this case. Without further clarifying language, 
such as that presented in the proposed amendment, the examiner felt that he would be remiss in his responsibilities if he did not give the 
claims their broadest reasonable interpretation. The fact that the examples in the instant specification use coated granulates is not 
conclusive evidence that the applicant intended for the recited microgranulate to exist only in coated form. The applicant is free to claim or 
exemplify those embodiments that are narrower in scope than what is recited in the instant claims. Furthermore, it would not be fair to the 
applicant to limit the scope of the instant claims only to what has been exemplified in the specification. Although the claims are interpreted 
in light of the instant specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. These concepts are well established within 
the practice of this Office. The broader interpretation of the claims taken by the examiner did not present problems with respect to written 
description matter or with respect to enablement. As stated before, this interpretation was not apparently an issue in the prosecution of the 
case and did not seem to be a point of contention previously. Therefore, the proposed amendment will not be entered. 



Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The examiner has stated above why the proposed 
amendments will not be entered. The examiner would like to point out that arguments where the applicant states that the active substance 
is not in direct contact with the tablet excipients are not strictly embodied within the instant claims. Therefore, these arguments are not 
commensurate in scope with the instant claims. The claims remain rejected 
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
